We refer many of our welfare people to the Mental Health 
Clinic. This is one of the reasons why we have a very low 
budget in Gilford. 


Jack Erickson - psychiatric social worker - We are in dire 
need of a full time psychiatrist. 


Airport Authority: Have asked $7,000.00 and have received 
it. This year are asking for $15,000.00 because they have had 
to spend so much more to provide the facilities which are 
needed. 


Edward Needham - Vice-President of Airport Authority: 
40% of the Airport is used by Laconia - Laconia supplies 
$25,000.00 to support the Airport which should be 


appropriated on County basis. 


Representative Urie: Have you contacted Wolfeboro, 
Ashland etc. who use the Airport? 


J. Gauthier: The one in Lebanon is County supported. If we 
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want to continue to enjoy the Airport facilities, someone must 
help pay.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Residents of Belknap County: 


The year brought many new problems for the County to 
solve as well as progress in the field of our responsibility. 


We appreciate the cordial approach of the Convention in 
solving mutual concerns. 


The Hutchins property is in condition for paving. We expect 
the money to be appropriated in 1971. This will provide sorely 
needed parking space for County business. 


The unexpected increase in income was considered and the 
Executive Committee authorized building a back entrance to 
the lower floor making access to the parking lot. 


The increase in income, unexpected at Budget time, was due 
to a raise in the daily care payments at our Infirmary and to 
some of our Foster Child cost being taken over by the State. 


The Federal requirements made it necessary to separate the 
care of the Jail and House of Correction from the Infirmary. 
The Executive Committee approved hiring a Supervisor of 
Corrections and we were most fortunate in securing Thomas 
Myatt. Both the Infirmary and House of Correction have 
benefited from the change and the cooperation has been good. 
The census of the House of Correction has tripled in 1970 
making the present quarters much too crowded. While Mr. 
Myatt coped with this in admirable fashion, the 
Commissioners feel that we can not continue to overcrowd the 
House of Correction. 


We are recommending to the Convention either a building 
program to enlarge the space or we shall be forced to board 
out the overflow over 11 inmates. 


The Welfare costs have increased as jobs have been lost and 
will take a somewhat larger budget. We have the good 
cooperation of the Laconia Welfare Director, Burt Morin, and 
many of our Welfare people have been given employment on 
Laconia projects in return for County assistance. This service is 
offered to the Towns as well, but there is not as much 
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possibility of using welfare recipients. Our House of 
Correction people also were given work by Mr. Morin to our 
mutual benefit. The donated food program has continued to 
increase. We receive some Federal funds for this and feel that 
the County is) well covered! sWeare* subject" 1osstaterann 
Federal controls but we are sure that our program is much less 
costly to the average tax payer and of greater benefit to the 
recipients than alternative plans. 


We have been grateful for the assistance given us by the 
Crime Commission and expect greater results from services 
financed by them. 


We welcome the visits and will answer any inquiries by 
interested citizens of the County. 


We are grateful for the loyal cooperation of all employees of 
the County.

I respectfully submit this report of activities at the Belknap 
County House of Correction and Jail for the year ending 
December 31, 1970. 


During the past year the House of Correction and Jail has 
operated with an average daily prisoner count of twenty nine. 
On many occasions due to crowded conditions it became 
necessary to move prisoners from the House of Correction into 
the Jail. 


The practice of using the Jail for House of Correction 
prisoners violates the intent of the correction program, and 
even more serious is the fact that it detracts from the 
maximum security in the Jail. 


The staff at the institution was increased from four to 
seven, this has improved the overall efficiency of operating the 
facility. 


The Reverend Otto Palmer came to us in mid-year and 
volunteered his services. He is a frequent visitor to the 
institution and has in my opinion done an excellent job with 
the inmates. 


There has been improvements in the area of rehabilitation. 
Alcohol Drug abuse and mental health programs were active 
throughout the year. In the latter part of the year Vocational 
Rehabilitation personnel made several visits to the facility 


In closing I would like to express my sincere appreciation to 
the people of Belknap County for their assistance and 
cooperation, especially the County employees who have made 
my transition from military to civilian life an easier task.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 
To The Honorable Board of Commissioners of Belknap County: 


As Sheriff of Belknap County, I submit my report for the 
year 1970. The following activities were investigated by the 
Sheriff's Department in the year, 1970: one murder, four 
suicides, one incest, | kidnapping, twelve charges of assault, 
one hundred and forty-six charges of burglary, eighty-one 
charges of larceny, two charges of rape, eighty-one charges of 
malicious damage and/or vandalism, one arson investigation, 
twelve narcotic investigations, two AWOL _ subjects 
apprehended and held for the military, four charges of auto 
theft, thirty-five persons transported to New Hampshire State 
Prison and/or New Hampshire State Hospital, twenty-one 
runaways and/or missing persons returned, eight escapees 
returned, attended seven fire alarms, twenty-two motor vehicle 
accidents investigated, eighty-five capiases were served and the 
department was involved in two hundred and thirty-nine 
assists to other departments, and one hundred and ninety 
miscellaneous complaints investigated. One hundred and 
seventeen arrests were made by the Department. 


Eleven thousand, one hundred sixteen dollars and 
twenty-seven cents worth of stolen property was recovered by 
this Department, and one hundred and ten thousand miles 
were logged by our cruisers with reference to our 
investigations. 


From February 1, 1970 to December 31, 1970, the Sheriff’s 
Radio Dispatch Center handled twenty-four thousand three 
hundred and forty-nine telephone calls and eighty-eight 
thousand six hundred and thirty-one radio transmissions 
during this given period of time. During this period, the police 
telephones for the towns of Alton, Belmont and Tilton as well 
as radio service was handled by the Sheriff’s Dispatch Center. 
Gilford Police service is handled by the Center for an eight 
hour period. It has been estimated by Town Officials that if 
these towns had to furnish individual communications it 
would cost in the vicinity of one hundred thousand dollars. 
This complete service is being provided by the Dispatch Center 
for eighteen thousand dollars. A recent published report by 
Mitre Corporation, on a survey conducted for the Governor’s 
Commission on Crime and Delinquency rated Belknap County 
tops in the state in its complete and well run system. 
Therefore, making Belknap County available for federal grants 
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pertaining to new equipment, present equipment is fifteen to 
twenty years old, at a great savings to the taxpayers of 
Belknap County. 


In 1970, the Department served twelve hundred and 
thirty-one civil writs and collected seven thousand seventy-two 
dollars in fees and mileage, which amount was turned over to 
Belknap County. 


My sincere appreciation to David R. Decker, County 
Attorney, to the Belknap County Commissioners and to all 
law enforcement officers for their continued assistance and 
cooperation.

The nursing care on this wing is excellent, as 
is attested to by the lack of disorders due to lack of nursing 
care. The East Wing (40 beds) houses the less ill and 
ambulatory patients. They have ample room to walk and move 
about. There is a lounge room with television for their use. 


The food throughout the Institution is good and special 
diets may be had for patients on order by the physicians. As 
many patients as are able to go to the dining room are urged to 
do so. This, I am sure, is good for the patients physically and 
gives each a chance to have something definite to look forward 
to three times daily. 


The Medical Advisory group of three doctors (Dr. Trapp 
and Dr. Wilder and myself) continues to meet on the first 
Tuesday evening of ‘each month with Supt. Beach and the 
Director of Nurses to discuss various phases of service in the 
Home. One outcome of these meetings has been the 
establishment of an emergency suture tray which is kept set up 
in the examining room of the North Wing. With this at hand 
small lacerations, with the use of novocain, nay be sutured 
without the need of sending the patient to the local hospital. 


The inmates in the House of Correction and the County Jail 
are my charges for medical care. I have made 112 calls on 
House of Correction inmates and 18 calls on inmates in the 
Jail.

To the Commissioners of Belknap County: 


Agriculture and Resources Development 


The agriculture of Belknap County continues to supply 
significant quantities of farm products for local consumption. 
These include milk, eggs, vegetables, apples, strawberries, 
raspberries, low bush blueberries, grapes, maple syrup and 
fireplace wood. 


Agricultural Extension programs for operators of 
commercial dairy and poultry farms are largely oriented by 
Area Specialists through the U.N.H. Fruit growing, ornamental 
and greenhouse horticulture, lawns, vegetables, field and 
forage crops, engineering and Community Resources 
Development work are coordinated by our Belknap County 
Agricultural Agent with assistance as needed by competent 
U.N.H. Specialists and others. 


Of particular concern in the dairy industry are new milk 
quality standards relating to leucocyte counts in milk. 
Through a three-year special program, Belknap dairy men had 
secured advance experience in this phase of dairying! 


The Grape industry of Central N.H. has passed through a 
five-year period of development. 55% acres are devoted to 
vineyards so far. Organizational development and_ special 
problems peculiar to this crop have received concentrated 
attention and assistance from the Belknap County Extension 
Service. 


Community Resources Development work this past year 
relates to Beautification (tree and shrub plantings, stump 
removal, junk car roundup and others); the Lakes Region 
Planning Commission and a start toward providing additional 
leadership assistance to Conservation Commissions, planning 
boards, etc. 
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Public Affairs - ‘“‘Agricultural and Village Development 
Work in Ghana, West Africa’’ was the theme of 40 illustrated 
talks (some with native tape recordings) presented by 
Agricultural Agent Horace Ballard and his wife Mildred. This 
was a report on a one-year Sabbatic leave. Nearly 1700 people 
were in audiences spoken to plus color TV shows aired in 
Baltimore and over the New Hampshire Network. 





Because of the future importance of the Lakes Region 
Planning Commission in the over-all regional planning concept, 
the Belknap County Extension Service Council has supported 
a proposal that the Cooperative Extension Service provide, as 
possible, administrative, office, technical and management 
assistance during an interim period since the Commission has 
no operating funds at present.

Forester’s Report 


The Environmental Decade began with the year 1970 
causing a change in emphasis in the Belknap County 
Cooperative Extension Service forestry program. Town 
Conservation Commissions attempting to cope with problems 
of air pollution, water pollution, flood plain control, and 
development of previously wild areas required more assistance. 
The growing awareness of ecological and environmental 
problems by the general public made educational efforts of the 
Extension Service forestry program more rewarding. 


In addition, the Extension Service forestry program is 
responsible for making technical advice and how-to-do-it 
information available to all Belknap County forest landowners. 
The County Forester is the administrative agent for Federal 
assistance programs to the land owners through the 
Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Service as well as 
cooperating member of other governmental agencies such as 
the Soil Conservation Service and Division of Resources 
Development. 


The County Forester also functions as _ the _ local 
informational arm of the University of New Hampshire and is 
responsible for conducting surveys, field tours, and 
demonstrations. Bulletins and pamphlets are available through

the County Forester’s office with up to date research on forest 
management methods and techniques. Speaking engagements 
to concerned citizen groups are also the responsibility of the 
County Forester. 


In fulfilling these duties in 1970, the County Forester: 


— met with 153 landowners 

— examined 21,817 acres of forest land 

— checked 287 acres of timber stand improvement 

— checked 51 acres of pruning 

— prepared 12 news releases and conducted 18 tours or 
programs 

— handled 307 requests for information or assistance 

— published a monthly newsletter of current interest to 
forest landowners 

— assisted three landowners in the marketing of forest 
products.

78 
members took part in state 4-H camp, 68 participated in 
County Demonstration Day, and over 400 exhibited at the 
County 4-H Fair. The agent closely assisted the leaders of the 
county 4-H Drum and Bugle Corps which now has over 60 
members and continues to improve the public image of 4-H, 
165 non 4-H youth were also reached by county 4-H works, 
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mainly through the assistance of two summer work-study 
students. 


92 Adult and 32 Teen Volunteer Leaders gave most of the 
instruction to 4-H members.
